J T is said that once upon a time, for some 
offence or other, whether political or relig- 
ious Id not know, a Christian Nobleman 
was lodged within the four walls of a drearv- 
..-sca-CcII. x.is confinement lasted many 
years. Having no work, no companions, no 
nooks, nor anything else with which to be- 
guile the weary monotony of his lonely life. 
he set himseir to carve a figure of Jesus on the 
walls of his Ceil. With a Nail for .-. Chisel 
. and a Stone for a Hammer, he went to work' 
and. after many months of patient labor, pro- 
duced a resemblance of our Lord upon the 
Cioss. so striking that it made a great impres- 
sion on all who saw it 

As there seemed no other plan by which 
this man could show his admiration for his 
Master, we may put his effort down as a very 
worthy one— an effort that won for him the 
tavour of his Lord. He did what he could to 
reveal Christ to himself and to the handfull or 
people who were around him. Indeed, it may 
be said that he preached Christ in a Sermon 
of Stone. 

No doubt this Labour of Love was useful. 
It could not do otherwise than draw the 
thoughts of all who saw it God-ward, verv 
probably opening the closed doors of" some 
hearts for Him to enter. Perhaps, as in the 
case of Paul and Silas, at Philippi, come of his 
jailors were themselves saved through his Ex- 
ample and his Picture. 

But a far greater opportunity fo, Cftrist- 
making, my Comrades i is oars. We can do 
better than this poor, lone Prisoner. When he 
had done his best, the result of his toii was oniy 
a hard, cold, lifeless form, that could neither 
know, nor feel, nor love ; and though made of

passed away. 

Yes, we can do better than this in imaging 
our Lord to the world around us, and God 
knows how badly it wants some truer resem- 
blance of Jesus Christ than what it commonly 
has before its eyes. It has heard a great deal 
about Him. Its great need now is to see Him, 
and it will be an everlasting shame if we Sal- 
vationists do not do something in the way of 
more perfectly exhibiting Him before the eyes 
of a hungry worid. 

Yes, we can come nearer to the original than 
did this Prisoner. And we ought to do, seeing 
that our opportunity is so much the greater. 
' Of course when we have done our utmost, our 
production must fa" infinitely short of the 
original, aye, as far below it as the human is 
beneath the Divine. Still, it is marvelous — 
gloriously marvelous — how near man can come 
in his resemblance to the Saviour. Let me see 
how near that approach can be. 

Human Christs. 

1. We can make Christs that will resemble 
Him on the Human Side, Christs with hands 
and feet, and eyes and ears, and heads and 
hearts, that will act and look, and hear, and 
think, and love, in the same way that the bless- 
ed Christ did Himself in His day, and as He 
would do were He on the earth to-day. That 
is, we can transform living men and women 
into Christs. 

C&rlgts in Cliar&eter. 

2. We can make Christs that v/itt resemble 
Htm in Character; that is. men and. women 
who shall be holy, harmless, undefiled and sep- 
arate from sinners, as He was ; men and women 
who bless His dear name! like Him, shall be 
sble to look the world in the face, fearlessly 
asking the question, " Whoso convinceth me of 
Sin?" We can make Holy Christs. 

3. We can make Christs who, like Him, shall 
stand in the relation of Children to the same 
Father, communing with Him anl loving Him 
with all our hearts.

4- We can make \Christs, having the same 
Object m life that He had; that is, men and 
women, yes, and children also, whose whole be- 
ing shall he consecrated, like His, to the work 
of alleviating human misery, and delivering men 
from an and the devil here, and hell hereafter. 

Christs for Ever. 

5- He can make Christs who shall never 
perish. Who shall fight the good fight of raith, 
be faithful unto death, and, crowned and 
glorified, shall be welcomed to sit down on His 
Victorious Throne by the triumphant Christ ? 

Who, then, may you hope to transform after 
this Tashion ? Who is it that you can make 
into Christs? I will tell ymi. To begin with : 

1. You can, make Yourself into a Christ if 
yvu lutve not already done so. You can make 
yourself into a fiend, a very agent of the devil, 
and go about cursing the bodies, and circum- 
stances, and souls of men, if you choose ; and 
you can make yourself into a Christ, an agent 
or the Holy Spirit, a Saviour to all who come 
within your influence. 

Families of Christs. 

2. You can mike the Members of your own 
Families intv Christs. Ah, you say, impossible. 
Well, in certain circumstances it may be ex- 
ceedingly difficult— nay, perhaps beyond your 
ability— but, anyway, you can try hard at the 
blessed task. God will help you. 

3. You can devote yourself to the work of 
Making the Poor Lost Sinners around you into 
Christs. Oh, wonderful undertaking"! Only 
think of the precious task or taking hold or the 

that abound around you in every direction, 
with the purpose of saving them from hell, and 
making them into images or the Christ or 
Heaven, and self-sacrificing toilers for the salva- 
tion of the world. But it can be done ! It is 
being done every day. 

How to Do It 

What a high and honorable arid divine 
work this Christ-making most be I you say. 
True, my Comrade. I have already "said so. 
No words of mine, or any other being, human 
or angelic, can sufficiently set it forth. Well 
might Solomon say ■' He that winneth souls is 
wise." Would you like to engage in it ? Do 
you say how can it be done ? To engage in 
it successfully — 

1. Christ-making must be your Supreme 
Aim. Every man has some chief end in life. 
Every man has his hobby. All are trying to 
make something that will gratify themselves. 
Some are money-makers, some are reputation - 
makers, some are pleasure-makers, Their suc- 
cess in their varied pursuits will be in propor- 
tion to the whole-heartedness and energy with 
which they seek their object. If you are to 
succeed in the blessed business of Christ-mak- 
ing, you must, after the same fashion, consecrate 
yourself, and all you possess, and all you can 
obtain, and that with all the force and devotion 
you can command, to the work of winning 
souls. 

Faith, in o, Saving Christ. 

2. To be a Christ-maker you must have 
Faith. Ycu cannot, will not, advance a step 
without it This illustrious Prisoner would not 
have given a single chip at the granite wall of 
his cell, if he had not believed that a Christ had 
lived in the days gone by, nr.that in response 
to his work a resemblance of that Christ would 
come forth. But he believed; and therefore 
succeeded in making his Christ of Stone. Just 
so, if you are to perform the jiifinitely more 
important task of making Christs of flesh and 
blood — living Christs, who, like their Lord, will 



go about doing good — you must be a bold 
believer. You must believe not only that He 
lived on earth nineteen hundred years ago, but 
that He lives to-day, and that He lives to 
save. 

The Bight Knowledge. 

3. To be a Christ-maker, a certain amount 
of Divine Knowledge is necessary. You must 
know Christ in your own Soul. This Prisoner 
had no^copy of the Living Christ before his 
eyc5. He made his picture out of the Christ 
that had been sketched on his imagination, 
sketched there possibly by the Spirit of God 
Himself. It is possible also that he was skil- 
ful in the art of Sculpture, or perhaps his qual- 
ifications for so difficult a task went little 
beyond his intense longing to make an imitation 
Christ, and so he set himself to work and 
acquired his ability as he went along. 

It is even so with the Christ-making of 
which I speak; If you have had a revelation 
of Christ and Salvation in your own Soul ; if a 
Holy passion for making Christs has taken 
possession of your heart, although you may 
know little else, go to work with confidence, 
oh, my Comrades, and verily, verily, you shall 
have wisdom and capacity for your task as you 
proceed ! 

Practice, practice, practice, 

Practice Makes Perfect. 

4. To be a Christ-maker you must be at 
Trouble. Only think of the all but endless 
labour that this man was at to make his Christ 
of Stone ! Chip, chip, chip, in the morning ; 
chip, chip, chip, at night, day after day, and 
month after month. Only think of the trouble 
men are at with their earthly hobbies ! How 
they toil for fads and fashions and wealth, and 
other things, which, when gained, speedily pass 
away, like phantoms, from their embrace. 

Then look at the work or Christ-making to 
which I invite you, and think or its value for

6. To be a Christ-maker you must love. The 
poor Prisoner did his work for the iove of it 
With him the question of pay never entered 
his thoughts. No earthly reward of any kind 
in the future dangled before his eyes. It was 
sheer love that set him on and kept him going. 

Just so, my Comrades, if you are to be a 
Christ-maker, the motive that should start you 
forth, and the motive which alone will carry 
you along must be nothing less than Iovt. Not 
merely the love of the work itself, or the blessed 
results to which it must lead, but the love of 
the Lord you are serving ; that is, the love of 
t he Christ Himself. 

7. To be a Christ-maker you must Persevere. 
The discouragements this solitary Prisoner had 
to encounter would be numberless — discourage- 
ments in his miserable tools, discouragements 
of other kinds doubtless unknown to us. If 
from nothing else, what a time it must have 
been before there was anything very encourag- 
ing to look at ! But he stuck to it. Comrades, 
have you persevered ? Are you Christ-making 
to-day ? 

The Reward, 

8. Christ-making has its abundant Reward. 
I don't know what reward this Prisoner had — 
it is so long since I read the story that I have 
forgotten its details — or whether anybody ad- 
mired his work when it was finished. One 
thing is quite certain to me, and that one thing 
is, that' if he fashioned his " Stone Christ" to 
please the Living Christ, he would receive from 
His hand a reward that will never fade away. 

My Comrades, I also am engaged, body and 
soul, in this glorious work of Christ-making, 
and in addition to the infinite satisfaction I find 
in the work itself, I cheer myself forward by 
remembering that " they that be wise shall 
shine as the brightness of the firmament ; and 
they that turn many to righteousness, as the 
stars for ever and ever."

God will hold others 
responsible (or their work, and He will 
do the am« with you ; so that you 
bave just all that you enn possibly do, 
without time for anything else, to do as

3. DO YOUP. BEST. Let all your 
powers at lxidy, noui, nnd spirit be given 
to the proper filling of your place, tilt 
doing of your work, the work Goil 
planned for you. " "Whatsoever thy 
hand findcth to do, da it with thy 
might."

All our soldiers should refuse to fol- 
low the ordinary fashion of wearing

The funeral usages should be re- 
jected on the fallowing grouuds :— 

It Is a worldly fashion. To dress up 
In black clothes ou the occasion of a 
death Is as much following the fashion 
of Hie world nR the wearing of artificial 
(lowers and feathers and other gay 
apparel would be at a wedding. 

It has the appearance of being a 
■■('flection upon the Providence of God. 
As we have before seen, there is no- 
thing that happens to us that docs not 
eome either by the appointment or 
permission of God, and every soldier 
can reckon, when death has visited his 
dwelling, however painful the vislta- 
liou has been, that It Is intended to 
work for Ills cood, nnd for him to go 
to the expense of rsnlllug into debt, as 
is often the ense, to provide black 
clothes to walk about the world In, 
seems like saying, "God bus mnde a 
great mistake aud been very hard ou 
me." 

It Is a false expression of the fcellnE 
of tbe Salvation Soldier, and of tbe 
feelings of the Army with respect to 
death. 

They nre a needless expense. . Such 
a vlsllallon as that of whleh we are 
sneaking is usually nn expensive one, 
and there is no money to spare to 
waste upon a custom that Is in itself 
useless nnd unprofitable.

To indicate the respect and affection 
for the departed, soldiers may wear. 
Instead of mourning, after the funeral, 
a blnelc band with a red " S," or au 
ordinary black band round the right 
arm. The trimming of an Army bon- 
net or hat should not be altered upon 
such nn occasion, nor the red bond lie 
left off, otherwise it Is like saying.

Doubtless, 
alter years of experience. | :e cou.d ssb 
scribe a liciirty Amen to Daniel's 
words, 'They that do know their God 
shall be strong and do exploits." 

Firstly, he kuew God as He Who If 
"just and the Justlflur of him that 
belleveUt " nnd grnnts to him " thr- 
wushlng of regeneration." There Is 
not much danger of Insisting too 
strongly upon this old-time fundament- 
al experience, or of exulting it too 
high. A now-sninted Gospel wnrrlor 
announced himself as having been 
"born deep luto eternal life." This I* 
Ideal salvation, though Initial, nnd

Not ts 
uinch, even for a moment, meant that 
our work-n-day hero's first instinctive 
thought was of duty and of others, not 
or himself. Bntrh courage as that reveal- 
ed a noble sou! behind it. It rneani not 
only the hcro'ii steadiness in that ran- 
dure under siidAm aod exquisite agoay, 
bat the moral and spiritual nerve that 
could conquer that apony for the sake 
of the uaconscious fellow-workers, who 
did not even know their peril, nnd whom 
only the hero's stadincss in that mo- 
ment of suffering and danger coald 
save. 

Not all our herm™ urc dcvclajHHi in 
war. Such a story as this stows that 
America con count upon many nn nn- 
i[nov,-n man to do his dnty in the moat 
splendid sense or the phriise. It shows, 
too. that the true note of the hiriiest 
heroism is the forgetting of self, the 
sacrificing of self, absolutely and en- 
tirely. The soldier on the field, the 
martyr at the stake, the worker who 
suffers or dies for his fellows— these ore 
all alike in the oae heroic quality of put- 
ting self last and duty first. If we 
would have tho heroie touch in our lives. 
we must cast out self, for selflshnesM 
and heroism are the two opposite poles- 
of the soul.— Selceted.

An overwhelming host 
pressed the British, day by day ; cold, 
hunger, aud tbe charges of the French 
cavalrv ihinncd their ranks ; hut they 
marched luw.ird the sea with patient 
endumuee aud calm fortitude. 

One day, an English officer, weaken- 
ed bv lack of food and by fatigue, 
turned aside Into ft wood to die un- 
seen. Suddenly he comn aeruss a sol- 
dier's wife, lying upon tbe ground, 
ucarly dead.

Wlih her expiring breath she prayed 
the officer to take Hid little one. and 
nave Its life. 

The mother's unselfish appeal arous- 
ed the dispirited officer. He accepted 
the new duty, and as he took the hahe 
into his arms, fresh strcngtb came Into 
his weary body. He determined to 
endure cold, hunger, and fatigue that 
he might prove fnlthrul to tbe dying 
motber's trust. _ 

He bound the babe upon his haek, 
and rejoined the relrcutlng army. Day 
bv dav as he inarched, he devoted 
himself to tbe infant, ana was sus- 
tained bv tbe determination to save It, 
no matter what he himself might suf- 
fer He carried It through tbe long 
rctrent. nnd saw It safe in tender 
liands on board a transport in >lgo 
Bav. The babe saved bis life, tor 
through the little one came that heroic 
purpose which made him strong to eti- 
dnre hardship as a good soldier.

BODY. 

The Blurt- important structures of 
the human body are the Iwnos, 
muscles, serve tissue, .kin. unu tiio 
Internal organs, viz., the heart, ar- 
teries, veins, capillaries, lungs, liver, 
pauerens. splecu. stomach. Intestines 
:iud kidneys. 

The 1k>ui?k nud umsulps ure organs of 
motion. Serve tissue forms the organs 
of the mlnfl and nerve net Ion. The 
heart, arteries, veins nud capillaries 
are organs for the circulation of tbe 
blood ; tbe lungs arc organs 'of respi- 
ration aud excretion j the skin and 
kidneys of excretion ; the liver and 
pancreas of secretion, and the stomach 
aud Intestines arc orpins of digestion. 

Th» Benes. 
These are hard and firm, and afford 
snpport and places of attachment for 
the soft parts. A further service which 
ibey perform is lo surround nud pro- 
tect delicate organs ; for Instance, the 
brain Is enclosed within the skull, the 
spinnl cord, or marrow, by the bones 
of the spinal column, and the luugs 
by the ribs. The hones, nre held to- 
gether at the joints by layers of strong 
II I iron* tlsKiie culh-l lipiiaesits. and Ibu 
muscles assist In keeping tlicm In 
l»!nce. 

Tea Skeleton. 

The houex. taken as a whole, cou- 
sillute the skeleton, and this may be 
broadly divided Into the head, trunk, 
and extremities. 

THE HBAIV-The main part of the 
bead Is culled the cranium. This Is 
made up of eight Irregular, curved, 
flnt bones, JolntHl tap: ** 10 * •** u*oir 
edges. By this arrangement n pro- 
tecting case Is formed for the brain 
within. The remaining portion of the 
head Is composed of n number of small 
bones supporting the soft parts of flic 
face and giving It shape. The organs 
at sight, hearing, smell and taste are 
situated Iu the head. 

The Trunk. 

Tbe spinal column, ribs, pelvis nnd 
breast bone arc united to form the 
trunk. 

THE SPINAL COLUMN.-Twenty- 
four separate bones, each perforated 
for the passage of the spiual cord, and 
held apart by discs of cartilage, are 
placed one above the other, nnd, when 
united by ligaments, form the spinal 
culuum or back bollc. The crtnnl with- 
in the spinal column Is called the ver- 
tebral canal. The spinal cord lies In 
this canal, protected by the surround- 
ing bone. Just ns the brain Is protected 
by the sknll. 

THE RIBS— Twelve rlhs on each 
side are attached behind to the spinal 
column, nnd curving around the lungs 
nnd other organs situated beneath 
them, nrs loosely connected with the 
breast bone In front TJie arrange- 
ment of the ribs, bnek bone and breast 
bone, furms a cavity- called the Chest 
within which are placed the heart, 
lungs,' ' o^ mnny large blood vessels. 

THE PELVIS.-The pelvla Is a basin 
shaped, bony cavity, and forms the 
lowest portion of the trunk. It is 
made by the union of the two bnuneb 
bones and the sacrum or rump boue. 
Tbls cavity contains and supports the 
bladder and part of the Intestines. 

Tlli pC-lvis i= joined tO iliH stilus ui 

Its tipper and back part" by means of 
the snemm. 

The haunch bones are provided 011 
the ontsldc with sockets, within which 
tbo bends of tbe thigh bones arc 
placed, forming ball and socket Joints. 

The Upper Bxtremltlea 
Eat* upper extremity consists of tlw 
following bones :— 

The scnpnln, or shoulder blade ; the 
clavicle, or collar bone ; the humerus, 
or upper arm bone ; tbe two lower arm 
bones, called the rndlns and ulna ; ttie 
eigbt small bones of the wrist, and 
uluptcen bones that nre Joined togp'her 
and to tbe wrist to form the hand. 



THE SCAPULA.-The scapula Is n 
thin, tint, triangnln.' bone, plnvcd on 
the back of the shoulder, nud pro- 
vided at its upper and outer corner, 
wiltch is thickened for Its minpnrt, with 
a shallow socket for the reception of 
the head of the upper arm boue. 

THE CLAVICLE. The .-ijivicle Is a 
round bone, its Inner end being at- 
tacked to the upper pnrt of the breast 
bone. Its outer to the scapula. Just 
above the shoulder Joint 

THE HUME1UIS.-TUC- humerus is 
the boue of the upper arm. Its smooth 
and rounded upper end plays freely Iu 
the socket m the scapula. The Joint 
between the humerus and the scapula 
Is culled the shoulder Join!. It nDlows 
of more movement thiui any other In 
the body, owing to its very shallow 
socket, hcuce its great lhibllllv to dls- 
tucatlou. 

THE RADIUS AND ULNA.— These 
are the two long, sleuder houcs lying 
imrallcl to each other In the fore-arm. 
and serving for points of attachment 
for the muscles that surround theui. 
By the manner lu which they nre at- 
ladhed to the humerus they form a 
htngn Joint at the elbow, allied the 
elbow Joint This Joint, unlike that at 
the shoulder, allows of movement In 
only two direction;:. 

The eight small hones of the wrist 
.'ire Joined to the radius nnd ulna, 
above, and to the hones of the hand 
below. They are so arranged that they 
move freely, one oil lllc other ; this 
makes the wrist a very flexible Joint. 

The nineteen tones that form the 
hand arc Joined above ihe wrist bones, 
nud are so plnced ns to form the lin- 
gers mid thumb. 

Tha Lower Bxtremllles. 

The upper end of the Inrgest and 
longest bone lu the body, called the 
femur or thigh bone. Is set in a rather 
deep socket in the hnuudi bone, very 
much as the upper eud of the arm 
bone Ik plnced In the more shallow soc- 
ket of the scapuln. But, slnee this 
nucitei is -deeper; mere is less" "move- 
ment of the lower thnn of the upper 
extremity. At the knee Joint the fe- 
mur Is Joined to tlie two leg bones. 
The Inrgest nnd Inside one Is called 
the tibia or sblu bone, while the long, 
slender boue lying parallel nnd outside 
or It Is the fibula. Just as nt the 
Wrist, the small bones Join the two 
Imncs of the forearm, so at the ankle, 
the hones of the lower leg rest on a 
numher of small bones. These lntter, 
however, are more firmly knit togeWier 
nod permit less movement than at the 
wrist. To these small bones are at- 
tached the longer bones that form tbe 
forward pnrt of the foot nnd the toes. 

The Muscles, 

The mnscles constitute the flesh or 
meat of the hody. when we eat lenu 
inent nt our tables we are eating 
muscles. Surrounding flhe bones, nnd 
In their turn covered by the skin, they 
conceal the nngutnr appearance of th'> 
skeleton, and with the help of the 
fibrous nnd fatty tissues between and 
nbout them they give us our rounded 
form, 

MttscleB have" the power to contract 
under the Influence of the will ; that 
Is, when we will It, ttoe fibres shorten 
nnd reduce the length of the muscle. 
It is by this power of muscular oou- 
tmetlon that n'U the movements of the 
body nre effected. For exnmple, the 
large muscles of the upper arm, called 
the blceps,ls attached by Us lower end 
to a bone of the forearm, a little below 
the elbow Joint, nnd by Its upper ends 
to bones In the region of the shoulder. 
If the bleeps be contracted or sboi'len- 
ed the forearm Is drawn upward ; hut, 
ns the unner end nt the forearm Is 
hluged at tha elbow joint, that end 
remains in Us place, while the lower 
end, hearing the hand. Is brought to- 
ward the shoulder. The muscles nil 
oyer tbe body do their work on this 
general plan. In addition to the above 
described muscles, which are called 
voluntary muscles, because they arc 
under the control of the will, there are 
ulso the Involuntary muscles, or those 
which act Independently of the will 
power. These are found In tbe walls 
of the frtotnnch and intestines, and In 
all the internal organs. The ihenrt Is 
almost entirely composed of this form 
of muscle.
